The factories are located in Sao 
Paulo and in Rio de Janeiro, and 
are said to be producing at a rate 
below their peak capacity. Out- 
put could be stepped up if a regu-

ered, Jornal do Comércio alleges.

The fleet will be operated di- 
rectly by the Government, through 
a special Dredging Division, to 
be set up within the Department 
of Ports, Rivers and Canals. 
One of the important advan- 
tages which the new fleet will 
bring to Brazil is a saving in 
dredging costs in general, and a 
cutting down in foreign exchange 
expenditure for dredging con- 
tracts, in particular.

The salt warehouse will provide 
a five-fold increase in the spee 
of salt discharge from carrying 
vessels, a reduction in handling 
costs from Cr.$18, to Cr.$9,0( 
per ton, and a financial saving o 
some Cr.$1 million per year 
based on tonnage handled in 195! 
and 1951, the newspaper adds. 

The enlargement of ther 
frigerated fruit warehouse wi 
step up Rio harbor’s capacity for 
handling fruit by about fifty pe) 
cent, and the importance of this 
measure can be gauged by the 
fact that Rio handles some eighty 
percent of Brazil’s total export 
of oranges, which have averaged 
ibout US$7,300,000 a year for the 
past five years.

Power Supply Revamped 


An important part of the proj- 
ect now under study is that pri 
viding for the supply of five ne. 
transformer sub-statiohs, for 
more efficient distribution 
power on the docks. 

The 132 derricks located along 
the docks have heretofore bee 
served by a 6,000 volt main line, 
whose current is stepped down t 
220 volts through 20 sub-station 
The main supply tends to fall to 
about 5,200 volts, however, accors 
ing to Correio da Manha, thus 


providing only about 190 to 195
